A summer course in Physical Education and 
Recreation for women is being offered by the Uni- 
versity of Toronto Department of University 
Extension and the School of Physical and Health 
Education from August 6th to 24th inclusive. 

This course will be carried on concurrently 
with the three months’ course in Group Work and 
Recreation to be given by the School of Social 
Work. (June 11th to August 31st) The two 
courses will combine for the recreational activities. 
Members of the staff of the School of Social 
Work will be responsible for the series of lectures 
on group work techniques. 

The course will consist of practical work in 
Physical Education and Recreation and lectures 
on related topics. The University Library and 
other facilities will be available for the students.

Of course the second and third years still feel the effects of the war years with 
twenty- two girls and three men in the T ird Y:ar and thirty-six girls and twenty 
men in the Second. Of the first year students, one was born in Bermuda, two in 
Czechoslovakia, four in England, one in Jugoslavia, two in ITcruf oundland , two in the 
United States and the rest in Canada. There are 62 ex-service men and 15 ex- 
service women in the first year, 8 ex-service men in the second year and 3 ex- 
scrvice men and one ex-service 1 woman in the third. Figures may be dull, but when we 
tell you that Forah S' arpe is the III Year ex-service woman , Forman Burt-O.. mans , 
Jack Eilbeclc, and P ul Vulpe the men, for some of you at least those figures come 
to life, Bruce Norman and Jee Gibson who got their first year in 1941 are back 
after many years on active service. Ed Staley and Aj Hutton are also back, 

Bridget Gregson who started out with the Class of 1945 is here again after over two 
years in the Navy, There arc students from every province in the Dominion except 
P' ince Edward Inland and Quebec, and if we count one girl as from Quebec ..’hose 
parents have just moved there, wo are' only one province short in our representa ion.
